eidn^^ODiamioatidns and Rfopcdt^to the Seoret^y’s ofifiee|ae : 'wii|. 
Mjtne. v periodio8Ll publication? or the Committee* This offioeis in 
constant touch with those two^offioes by classified teletype and the 
Editor or Assistant Editor personally confers daily with representa¬

Lqpipg’rapidly into a procedure of extremS usefulness 
oral. Lincoln and the members of his staff are most oooperativ*;and are 
Mating promptly and faithfully all requests jfor information, ooonent 
or guidanoe presented by the Editor* The material obtained trough this 
channel is of suoh a nature that it must be olosely held and is not even 
transmitted to members of CRS below the level of Division Chief* and than 
only if it ia dearly essential to bis operations (as is the case not 
infrequently with respect to material obtained through the State Depart¬ 
ment liaison outlined in paragraph "a"). The primaiy function of this., 
liaison is to keep the Director, CIO, informed on top level liar Departi - 
raent traffic and deoisions, and to provide background guidance for weekly 
articles and estimates. It ie completely satisfactory in its* present form. 
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Liaison is also maintained with the Current Seotion, OPD, 
which prepares for ORE a Daily Summary of operational telegrams, when 
the traffic Justifies suoh a publication. The summary is of relatively 
minor value to us as it contains very little TOP SECRET material and 
virtually none of the top-level policy traffic. It is now published 
about trrioe weekly. 

(o) The Chief, Assistant Chief and Editor, ORE, main¬ 
tain liaison with 6-2, War Department in several respects. The Editor 
receives from Colonel Ennis' offioe notes of the thrice-weekly 6-2 
meetings or *briefings"j the Chief and Assistant Chief are entitled to 
attend these meetings and do so as their otfear duties permit. The 
Editor likewise reoeives advanoe?warbons tt&tbe contents of the weekly- 
intelligence Review, All of 4bs$bove procedures are completely satis¬ 
factory to this offioe in their ^present form. 

(d) Through Wavy Department representatives on CRS, the 
Editor maintains liaison with the Wavy Department and reoeives from 
the latter two Daily Summaries, both prepared by OP-521 for ORE (one of 
which contains digests of Waval despatches having operational priority 
and the other with US Waval operations), as well as a number of periodic 
intelligence reports, evaluations and estimates prepared by OP-52 for 
internal use by OUT. All of this material is of value. Ho suggestions 
for improvement are neoess&ry.
